Open For Trade. 


Kingston. Jamaica, Aug. 24—Special—The port of San 


Juan is now open, but as yet no move has been made to re- 
sume commercial relations owing to the fact that the Spanish 
officials yet control the city and port. 
As soon as the Ameri- 


cans take charge of affairs a brisk trade will spring up be- 
tween this city and the Porto Rican port. 
Merchants here 


are anxious to extend their trade in that direction, and are 
prepared for an extensive business.

If he re- 
sists he will be treated as an enemy and placed where he will 
be powerless to work harm.

Will Retain Luzon. 


Washington, Aug. 24--Special—The official announce- 


ment that the commissioners to the Paris peace conference 
have been instructed to insist upon the retention by the 
United States of the island of Luzon is received with satis- 
faction here. This can scarcely be refused by Spain in view 
of the fact that the Americans are already in possession of 
Manila. The policy of territorial expansion has not been 
sought by the administration; it has been forced by circum- 
stances to adopt it. Any other course than 
the one de- 


cided upon would lack fitness. It would be impossible to 
permit the territory to revert to Spain; it would be without 
jrecedent to turn it over to any other power. The commis- 
sioners will go to Paris with full instructions upon this 
matter.

Montank Point is 110 miles from 


Now York or Brooklyn by tho long Is- 
land railroad. It is about 20 miles 
south of Stouington and about 80 milca 
from Now London. Tor ninny years tho 
popularity of tho point and tho snr- 
ronudiug country has been on tho in- 
crease ns a summer resort. 


Tho point, which begins nt Fort 


Pond, is flvo miles long, and its greatest 
width, beforo tapering to tho promon- 
tory npon which stands Montank Point 
light, is less than four miles wide 
From Fort Pond bny, on tho sound sido, 
to tho ocean in about two miles across. 
This is whero Moutank Point propor 
begins. It broadens out ns it extends to 
tho east ami ends in n point rising 100 
feet above the lovol of tho sea. 


Tho ground of Montank Point, or, ns 


it more properly should bo called, Alon- 
tank peninsula, is rolling and filled 
with hollows. Thero aro two salt lakes, 
which afford excellent still water bath- 
ing. They aro Great pond nnd Fort 
pond. Great pond is three miles long 
and from a quarter to three-quarters of 
a milo wide. 


Many a vessel has gone to pieces on 


Montank Point, but tho loss of life has 
been slight, owing to tho effective work 
dono by tho life Baring crew at tho sta- 
tion which adjoins tho lighthouse. Tho 
light on tho point can bo seen for 20 
miles and is known as tho Frcsual 
light. It was given to this country by 
tho French government. Tho convales- 
cent heroes will havo a good supply of 
tho purest water on Long Island, and a 
camping ground that contains about 12 
square miles. While on tho point tho 
soldiers may pnt in their timo search- 
ing for tho treasure buried by Captain 
Kidd. Tho famous olil pirato is snid to 
havo buried a good bit of his ill gotten 
gains on the point nud np to date no 
one has fonnd it. 


Tho most substantial kind of an army 


camp i» springing np on tho tract back 
of tho lighthouse, and for the sick and 
wounded a thoroughly appointed field 
hospital is being established with tho 
best of medical attendance, lots of skill- 
tL^T nUd ?U tho crei"nr° comforts 
that it is practical to supply. It is hero 
that tho rough riders and tho cavalry

streets, BO that pure water brought in 
pipes from Newport News for Old Point 
is abundant. Outside of each tent is a 
largo corrugated iron can for refuse, 
and a complete sewerage system ling 
been put into operation for this little 
city of white tents. 


A largo kitchen nud dining room 


havo bcun completed, aud all tho men 
ablo to leave their beds go there for 
their meals. Tho situ of thu camp Is on 
a slight elevation. Tho surface drainnga 
is perfect, and after n rain thu sandy 
noil is dry in a very nhort time. Tho 
city of tuntB K> quickly put up is re- 
garded ns perfect from a sanitary point 
of View. 


Tho -touts nro as comfortable as a 


costly hospital building. Tho upring 
beds nru threo foot upart, and nt tho 
head of each is a crudely constructed 
shelf or shelves for tho effects of tho 
sick occupant, and on each of thorn, if 
tho patient is u smoker, tobacco nnd 
pipes nro placed so that devotees of tho 
weed can while away tho tedious hours 
of tho day and evening by indulging 
their pot habit. 


Thero aro plenty magazines nndnows- 


papers through tho tents, tho wounded 
men taking, the greatest interest, in read- 
ing war news. This supply of reading 
matter has boen donated, coming from 
all parts of tho country. Tho wounded 
soldiers live in their pyjamas, lounging 
on their beds or strolling about tho 
grounds in them. It is a. queer sight nt 
mealtimes to BOO tho men filo out from 
tho tents nnd go to tho dining room nr- 
rayed in varicolored pyjamas. Most of 
thorn 
can walk without- diflicnlty, 


though perhaps a fourth of tho whole 
number hobble along on crutches or use 
a stout cnuo. 


Fort Thomns, that puinrosqno and 


beautifully situated army po»t on tho 
Kentucky highlands overlooking tho 
Uhio river, has l->en changed into a big 
army hospital where from «00 to 400 
soldiers nro regaining thoir health and 
strength. Tho commander of tho fort is 
the deputy surgeon general. Lieutenant 
Colonel W. II. Gnrduur, nnd ho fan* a 
torco of on trained nurses besides n corps 
of surgeons to help him. Among the 
patleii H at Fort Thomns nro many regn- 
law who wore woun.'ed at Sniitinjjo, us 
well as some disabled volunteers 


Army hospitals lm>o been established 


at other places, and nt all of them tho 
patimits aro doing well. For most of 
tho soldiers these days of convnlescenco 
art, long, comfortable days.

If one is to judge of French senti- 


ment touching the United States from 
he Paris journals, says a writer in 
Harper's Weekly, the conclusion Is in- 
cvltablo that tho traditional friendship 
>etween the two republics is of the hoU 
owest sort. More than that, It Is ap- 
parently clear that tho 
people of 


'ranee, republicans though they may 


call themselves, arc more tho friends 
of a mediaeval monarchy whose cruel' 
ty and barbarism have shocked the 
civilized world than they are of tha 
only repuuuc, except Switzerland,whlcb 
ias yet attained a stable position in 
tho world. For it must bo remember- 
ed that chief among the political prob- 
lems of Franco Is still that of the con- 
tinued existence of the republic. 
The 


French newspapers, however, do not 
necessarily represent French, or even 
Parisian, public sentiment. They aro 
owned by money lenders nnd controlled 
by tho owners of SpanHh bonds; they 
are vilo and venal, and are the models 
Of the yellowest of our own yellow 
journals. Hardly a word that appears 
In them is. trustworthy. 
But beyond 


these sensational newspapers there 
seems to be In France an antipathy to 
this country which needs explanation. 
Probably It is felt, as it Is manifested, 
by those who aro offended by the na- 
tive bad manners of a democracy; and. 
this feeling against bad manners is 
exaggerated in Paris, because the man- 
ners of democratic France are as much 
worse than tho manners of democratic 
America as It Is possible to conceive. 
The truth Is probably that dignified 
and Intelligent Frenchmen have come 
to hate democracy generally by reason 
of the antics of French Socialists and 
other French 
democrats 
Therefore, 


somo Intelligent and reputable papers, 
like the Temps breaks out against us 
in vilification and even some officers ot 
'the navy Indulge In criticisms of our 
own service, because they do not like 
to believe that tho navy of a demo- 
cratic power can bo a strong one.
